An Evening of Infinitentertainment 



byAstrid Lium A REVIEW OF ALEXANDRIA HABER'S "THE FULL MOLLY" 



T he answer to my inquiry 
"why have I never visited 
the Infinitheatre?" mani- 
fested itself in my trek to 3997 
St.-Laurent last Friday evening. 
Venturing as far as Warshaw's for 
an occasional addition to my 
apartment furnishings or for free 
samples of popcorn presents an 
anomalous occasion. Sequitur, 
trudging those two extra blocks 
to the funky production house for- 
mally known as Theater 1774 
was practically unheard of before 
last weekend. 

In retrospect, I deem the re- 
quired exertion well worth the 
docile effort. My endeavor was 
rewarded with a showing of Al- 
exandria Haber's "The Full 
Molly," an integral Fringe show 
of the theater's six-week Infinite 
Festival (October 20-December 
1 2). Presented by the femme fa- 
tale troupe, "Out of the Mouths 
of Babes," 'The Full Molly" can 
be caught for a 10 PM show time 
until November 7th. 

While sitting in the Infinitheatre 
bar with the other presumed thes- 
pians eager for the show's com- 
mencement, sipping my $2 
Perrier, I wondered what the hell 
to expect. The title itself clearly 
indicates a satirical bit on last 
year's low-budget cinematic suc- 
cess, "The Full Monty" - but in a 
theatrical version? And with a 
cast of eleven women? I was cu- 



rious. 

The bar itself provided an 
ambiance of eclectic tastes: the 
trademark infinity symbol re- 



peated itself across the black 
painted floor contrasted by the 
loudly Easter colored neon lights 
scaling the wall. A leopard print 
frame bordered the bartender's 
mirror, adjacent to the Hard Rock 
Cafe style T-shirts for sale next to 
the rack of hard liquor. 

Upon entering the cozy, make- 
shift auditorium, structured like a 
quasi-Roman amphitheater, that 
seated about five dozen, I com- 
fortably plopped down on a dis- 
placed city park bench. Then the 
house lights went down, and the 
stage lights turned up; enter Molly 
and company. 

Here's the deal: Molly and ten 
of her employees (who are also 
her close friends and family mem- 
bers) struggle to keep "Molly's 
Pub" financially afloat as it faces 
brutal competition from the 
neighboring "not so family ori- 
ented strip club," called 
"Dickie's." Dickie is a villainous 
character to whom the women 
often refer but never actually in- 
troduce on stage as a person. 

The strangely compatible mix 
of women fight their opponent 
with a defense of multi-talents, a 
strong sense of divine faith and 
à whole lotta love. Miss Lindsey — 
the kindergarten teacher /bar- 
tender/ ventriloquist of the group 
organizes a talent show to gain 
publicity for the pub: there's a fire- 
eating wonder-girl, who 
marvelously imitates the noises of 
barnyard animals and angst- 
motivated modern dancers; and 
the talents of Molly's three daugh- 
ters - one of whom is played by 



Haber herself - who humorously 
attempt a scene from Chekov's 
"Three Sisters" - which goes 
amusingly awry. 

Even for those who have yet 
to see the British comedy about 
six unemployed steel workers 
desperate for cash and willing to 
bear all, you can still appreciate 
the humorous twist of this live 
parody. For those who are famil- 
iar with the movie, and more im- 
portantly, enjoyed it, I can confi- 
dently assure an appreciation for 
the comic and musical allusions 
that Haber incorporates into the 
performance. 

For instance, recall the turning 
point in the film when the aspir- 
ing male strippers break into si- 
multaneous groove to "Lookin' for 
some hot stuff, baby..." while 
waiting in the unemployment line. 
The "babes" recreate the scene 
with an appropriately girlish 
twist: they start jiving to the same 
jingle while congregating in a 
bathroom line! 

I feel inclined to emphasize my 
impartiality towards the note on 
which the act opened. Due to my 
Scandinavian heritage, I am an 
inevitable second generation 
ABBA fan, and when the femi- 
nine ensemble set the stage with 
a lively acapella rendition of the 
70s international hit "Take a 
Chance on Me," I wanted to 
break into my own disco groove. 

The 50-minute performance is 
full of quirky personalities, witty 
dialogue and hilarious interac- 
tion. Not to mention, an apt cho- 
rus resurrecting our favorite funky 




tunes from the original movie, 
and with a few additions of their 



own. 



A happy ending full of groups 
hugs and lingerie prevails, but 
Molly's crew reveals a little less 
than their male counterparts. The 
girls don't need to bear all to save 
the pub, for Molly's millionaire 
long-lost twin, clad in tasteless 
leopard print, pops up in the nick 
of time to save Moll/s sinking ass. 

The show closes with a free-for- 
all cast and audience orgy, sing- 
ing and dancing on stage to "We 
are Family," leaving everyone 
with a smile, feeling like family. 

Deemed a top ten Fringe pick 
of the 8th annual Montréal Fringe 
Festival, 'The Full Molly," and 
other performances of the Infinite 



Festival, may prove more aes- 
thetically preferable alternatives 
to the mix 96 top 8 at 8 or Thurs- 
day's general theme night at 
Gert's. And for $8 a show ($10 
for Infinitheatre productions or $5 
for members), you pay only a few 
toonies more than you would to 
see a flick at the Palace - and walk 
away with a more enriching ex- 
perience.

A Goy's Take on 
Montréal's Jews

W hen I first heard 
about Mackay L. 
Smith's new book 
Jews of Montreal and their 
Judaisms, I was a bit skeptical. 
What could a Westmount "goy" 
(non-Jew) teach me about my 
community? 

Even after reading the first few 
chapters of this book, something 
just didn't fit. I knew that 
Montréal's once-vibrant Jewish 
community was diminishing. I 
didn't need an outsider to tell me 
that. 

Apparently, I am not alone in 
my skepticism. In his research, 
Smith has often been met with 
suspicion. "Most of the Jewish 
community has been on the de- 
fensive for so long," explained 
Smith, that it was natural for them 



to doubt a good-intentioned gen- 
tile doing research on them. 
'They were amazed because it's 
never been done before." 

However, like myself, most 
people were pleasantly surprised 
by Smith's final product: a skinny, 
easily readable yet comprehen- 
sive study of Montréal, Montréal 
Jews and world Jewry. 

From the Holocaust to commu- 
nity organization to women's is- 
sues, Smith leaves nothing out. 
Unfortunately, this becomes prob- 



lematic: each section 
is so short that Smith 
barely skims the sur- 
face of the issues. In- 
stead of having a 
main thesis, Smith's 
book is more of a 
random admiration 
for one of Montréal's 
unique communities. 

Smith explained that this for- 
mat was actually intentional. Sec- 
tions of the book are short, with 
the references at the end, Smith 
explained, so that people can 
skip a section, or learn where to 
find out more. 

The book is largely composed 
of juicy statistics. For example, 
who knew that the average age 
of a Canadian Jew increased 
39% between 1941 and 1991, 
while the average Canadian 
aged only 21%, or that 20% of 



Montréal Jews are poor. In addi- 
tion, Smith notes that until about 
50 years ago, there was a clause 
in Hampstead law, forbidding 
houses to be sold to Jews. Now, 
more than 90% of Hampstead's 
residents are Jewish. Also in 
Smith's research on Anti- 
Semitism, he finds that 1 9 out of 
35 working French Canadians 
were taught that Jesus Christ was 
killed by the Jews in their youth. 

Still, I couldn't kick the feeling 
that something wasn't right in this 
book. One thing that ticked me 
off in particular, was that Smith 
over-analyzed EVERYTHING 
from religious beliefs to denomi- 
nations and languages spoken. 
One of the fallacies of Jews of 
Montreal is that Smith tries to clas- 
sify information that cannot be 
classified. Montréal's Jewish com- 
munity is too diverse to be cat- 



egorized, but then maybe I just 
resent being a statistic. 

When I finally met this 64 year 
old retiree, everything came to- 
gether. Smith has a youthful en- 
thusiasm for knowledge, spécifi- 
cally about Montréal." I have al- 
ways been interested in research 
for anything," he said. 

Between working in his fami- 
ly's laundry, dry-cleaning and 
linen supply business, traveling 
across the world and exhibiting 
his photographs, Smith has man- 
aged to accumulate 1 1 00 books 
in his McGill ghetto apartment; 
half ofwhich are about Montréal. 
Smith spent 1 0 hours a week in 
McGill's McLennan library for six 
years researching Montréal. One 
day, a friend noticed that he had 
enough for a book. "An encyclo- 
pedia," Smith added, smiling.

Hygiene Taboo 

Underwraps brings the blood to light

F or many girls, the prospect 
of having their first period 
can be both an exciting and 
terrifying experience. This is an 
event which has traditionally sym- 
bolized the end of girlhood and 
the start of the march toward be- 
ing a woman. In many cultures, 
this new part of a girl's life is a 
time for celebration, and this rile 
of passage is exalted and 
praised. In North America, the 
opposite is true. The topic of pe- 
riods and blood still fills North 
Americans with shame and em- 
barrassment. 

Why? Why must females talk 
about what is a natural part of 
their body in such hushed tones? 
A documentary called 
Undei'wraps, released by the Na- 
tional Film Board of Canada 
seeks to answer this while simul- 
taneously exploring the environ- 
mental and health issues sur- 
rounding the feminine hygiene in- 
dustry. 

Underwraps seeks to under- 
stand why, culturally, a woman's 
menstrual cycle has been seen 
as something unclean: a wom- 
an's private burden. The film 
looks to what is known as the 
'menstrual underground' for an- 
swers and it is surprising what 
emerges. 

An advertising executive in 
Maryland has been exploring 
the modern history of menstrua- 
tion through print advertise- 
ments, which eventually 
spawned a museum in his base- 
ment. A male artist has been 
collecting pads and tampons 
from the cycles of women from 
many different cultures and cre- 
ating art with them. These men 
are just a few of a group of peo- 
ple looking to free menstruation 
from its cloak of secrecy in or- 
der to begin to change the mind 
set of those, both male and fe- 
male, who view menstruation as 
something dirty. Their goal is to 
create a dialogue, in order to 
eventually change cultural atti- 
tudes. 

Authors such as Judy Bloom, 
with her groundbreaking novel, 



Are You There Cod, It's Me 
Margaret are also among those 
who wish to educate girls and 
women about accepting and 
acknowledging this natural 
part of life and rejecting the 
traditional male attitudes that 
influence female thoughts on 
menstruation. 

In the extreme sense, these at- 
titudes still define menstruation as 
the result of a wound that never 
heals. In order for these notions 
to disappear from out society and 
in order for women to able to ac- 
knowledge themselves fully as 
people, it is essential for women 
to acknowledge what is an intrin- 
sic part of them. 

An evolutionary biologist, 
Margie Profitt offers and inter- 
esting explanation for the proc- 
ess of menstruation. She says 
that menstruation is the process 
the female body undergoes in 
order to defend the womb from 
pathogens brought there by 
sperm. According to Profitt's ex- 
planation, menstruation expels 
these pathogens as an adaptive 
response to infection brought 
there by sperm. 

Another important part of 
menstrual politics as seen in 
Underwraps are the environ- 
mental and health ramifications 
of using tampons. The average 
woman uses approximately 
10,000 tampons in her lifetime. 
It is clear that the incredible 
waste produced from using just 
one tampon, let alone the more 
than 1 2 million that will be dis- 
posed and incinerated each 
year, is quite detrimental to the 
environment. The excess pack- 
aging in these products travel 
through rivers, streams and 
lakes, resulting in pollution 
strictly because they are not bio- 
degradable. 

Underwraps questions why 
this is occurring and what can 
be done about it. A few solutions 
are offered. There are alterna- 
tives to using conventional tam- 
pons and pads, such as the 
Keeper, a reusable menstrual 
cup made from 100% natural 



rubber. It is inserted like a tam- 
pon and catches the menstrual 
flow instead of absorbing it. 
Another option is the reusable 
pad made from cotton and towel 



material, which can be easily 
washed and reused, providing 
an ecologically sound alternative 
to the wastefulness seen in both 
tampons and pads. 

The health issues surrounding 
the feminine hygiene industry 
are also quite important. With 
the development of the tampon 
in the 1930's, a competitive 
market emerged for what was 
seen as an essential female prod- 
uct. In the 1970's, the race to 
create a more absorbent tampon 
began, which saw the addition 



of artificial materials to the tam- 
pon. These increased absorb- 
ency, but to all fluid other than 
blood in the vagina. This was not 
the only problem in the race to 



create a perfectly engineered 
tampon. In the early 1980's, 
cases of toxic shock syndrome 
began appearing. Although 
many are aware of the causes 
and effects of toxic shock syn- 
drome, it is not widely known 
that there are still tampons on the 
market today that are as dan- 
gerous as those that caused the 
death of 38 women in the U.S. 
in the early 80s. All the major 
brands such as Tampax and 
Playtex still contain artificial 
materials such as viscose rayon 



as well as deodorants, in a prod- 
uct that should be 1 00% cotton. 
There is also the issue of the 
chemicals in tampons that result 
from the bleaching process 
which makes them 
unnecessarily 
'whiter than white'. 
The result is that 
every time a 
woman inserts a 
tampon into her 
vagina, she is irri- 
tating her vaginal 
walls and contrib- 
uting to the ab- 
sorption of 90% of 
her natural secre- 
tions other than 
menstrual blood. 
Women are clos- 
ing up what is 
meant to be a natu- 
ral open draining 
space. 

The documen- 
tary offers some 
very interesting ar- 
guments against 
the feminine hy- 
giene industry as it 
is known today. It 
also helps create an 
awareness of the 
inherent dangers 
that are present 
both environmen- 
tally and physically 
from tampons. A 
QPIRG sponsored 
group called Blood 
Sisters was created 
three years ago in 
order to create 
awareness of these problems and 
to find solutions. A part of the ob- 
jective of this group is to open up 
a dialogue about feminine hy- 
giene products and to show that 
alternatives do exist. 

The Keeper and reusable 
pads are both sold through 
blood sisters and the 
Concordia and McGill's wom- 
en's union.
